The 
accused, who apparently has Indian 
blood in her veins, sat calmly in the 
prisoner's box and was keenly inter- 
ested in the evidence submitted 
against her. She was not represent- 
ed by a lawyer, but her case is being 
handled by an Edmonton _ solicitor, 
who advised her not to say anything 
at the preliminary.

He also identi- 
fied a blood-stained flannel blanket 
which was on the bed. 

Mrs. Mary Gunner, mother of the 
injured child, the next witness, made 
a pathetic sight as she appeared to 
give evidence with the wounded baby 
in her arms. She stated that when 


she heard the baby crying she rush- | 


ed into the room and found it bleed- 
ing on the bed and the accused was 
the only other person in the room 
amd she was standing near the bed. 
She hurried to the kitchen with the 
baby to wash the wounds and was so 
excited she did not know what else 
was happening. When the doctor ar- 


rived he found the wounds had been ' 


well treated, but ordered the baby to 
the hospital at once. On the way in 


they met accused on the road, and | 


when they stopped to talk to her she 
threw up her arms and said, “We’re 
square, Mary, we're square.” Witness 
and accused were friendly, although 
accused never went to her home, and 
she knew she never cared for the 
baby. 

Dr. Stevenson testified that he 
found six gashes on the child's face, 
made with a sharp instrument. One 
wound on the left cheek was about 
fiveeighths of an inch deep and one 
and three-quarters inches long, and 
one on the right cheek was nearly as 
deep and long. The mouth was sev- 
ered about on half inch on the right 
side right through. There was a zig- 
zag cut below the chin about one and 
one-half inches deep. The other cuts 
were not so serious. He put in 26 
or 28 stitches, the wounds were heal- 
fing nicely, and it

The interest of the week .centred 
around the direct charges made by 
the Liberal leader, W. R. Howson, in 
reference to the construction of 
roads in the province under the sup- 
ervision of the department of public 
works of which the Hon. O. L. Mc- 
Pherson is the minister. The U.FP.A. 
members seem to be developing con- 
siderable alarm as the inquiry pro- 
ceeds. It was at first thought that 


Ja couple of days’ work on the part 


of the public accounts committee 
would dispose of the whole matter, 
but a week has gone by and it would 
appear now that the inquiry is likely 
to develop along lines of startling 
interest So far the U.F.A. Govern- 
ment through the department of pub- 
lic yorks is decidedly on the defens- 
ive. 

In the meantime the public are 
deeply interested in the number of 
contracts upon which contractors 
started the work before the con- 
tracts were signed and the further 
fact that there was a large amount 
of work done in 1932 without tender. 
However, the following are some of 
the questions put by the Liberal 
leader in the inquiry and the ansiwers 
given by paid officials of the gov- 
ernment. 

Road contracts made by the pro- 
vincial department of public works 
in 1931 and 1932, under the relief 
scheme, were given an airing before 
the public accounts cemmittee of the 
legislature. On Monday morning 
the first round of the inquiry was 
voluminous all the contracts,  cor- 
respondence, and reports connected 
with the two years’ work being called 
for and laid-on the table. It was 
suggested that information about the 
road work of other years as well may 
also be desired. 

C. A. Davidson highways commis- 
sioner, was the first witness called.

the U.S. The steam engine, reapers 
and binders, sewing machines, auto. 
mobiles, plows, combines, tractors. It 
has been one of the most forward 
nations in the world in the manu- 
facturing line. The cotton industry 
didn’t pay until the cotton gin was 
patented, and by another “no noth- 
ing” Yankee, too. It’s amusing to 
hear some of the V@®-wise toot their 
horns and talk about buying English 
cotton. England doesn’t buy 1 1b. of 
cotton . England doesn’t grow 1 tb. 
of cotton, but goes to other countries 
and buys the raw cotton, ships it to 
England amd runs it throvgh her 
mills, and ships it back over here 
and sells us English cotton The U.S.
